“BOOKS BOYS LIKE BEST.” 

Over three years ago, in commenting upon 
Mr. E. W. Mumford’s admirable paper, “Ju- 
venile Readers as an Asset,” which he had 
just presented at the 1912 Convention of the 
American Booksellers’ Association, the Pus- 
LISHERS’ WEEKLY said: “Mr. Mumford’s paper 
deserves the heartiest of endorsement to the 
trade and the public at large. Juvenile read- 
ers are the trade’s best asset. Yet so many 
interests are working to dissipate the attention 
and weaken or poison the reading of our 
boys and girls that unless the book trade co- 
operates with the public libraries—which have 
for years been doing valiant and devoted 
work in this cause—the trade will find that 
its best asset has slipped irretrievably away. 
The situation needs alertness and enthusiasm.” 

During these three years there has been an 
encouraging and continuing growth of the 
co-operation suggested by the PusLisHErs’ 
WEEKLY, but it has remained for still another 
organization to approach the juvenile book 
problem with a new alertness and enthu- 
siasm. Last spring, at the 1915 Convention 
of the American Booksellers’ Association, 
Mr. F. K. Mathiews, Chief Scout Librarian 
of the Boy Scouts of America, delivered a 
clean-cut indictment of objectionable juvenile 
literature, of what he called “the nickel 
novel masquerading as a bound boy’s book.” 
But he did not rest with an indictment; he 
Proposed a constructive remedy, a “Safety 
First Juvenile Book Week,” to be held just 
as the holiday buying of children’s books was 
beginning and to have but one object—the 
encouragement of the buying of better chil- 
dren’s books, the discouragement of the sale 
of bad ones. He promised, in the support of 
this Juvenile Book Week, the energies and 
best judgment of the Boy Scout movement 
itself, and invited the co-operation of the 
book trade. This co-operation was promptly 
secured by the adoption by the convention 








of a formal resolution of endorsement, an 
endorsement which was later repeated by the 
American Library Association at its annual 
convention at Berkeley. November 28th to 
December 4th was chosen as Juvenile Book 
Week. 

Now, what will “Juvenile Book Week” aim 
to do? “At this time,” said Mr. Mathiews, 
“booksellers should urge the public ‘to shop 
early’ and ‘buy the best books for your chil- 
dren,’ and by window displays, newspaper ad- 
vertising and circulars addressed to their 
best customers, make it of interest to them 
to visit the store at this time.” Furthermore, 
the Boy Scout organization was, as it could, 
to assist locally to make Juvenile Book Week 
more significant. “Appeals will be sent to 
librarians asking them to co-operate with 
booksellers in an exhibit of the best books 
for children. Ministers will be asked to 
preach upon ‘the iniquity of the modérn 
thriller.” Newspapers will be furnished spe- 
cial articles. Leaders of women’s clubs, 
parent-teacher associations, the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union, etc., will be 
invited to arrange for addresses or the read- 
ing of articles that will at this time empha- 
size the importance of children’s reading.” 
Finally, it was hoped that through the co- 
operation of publishers who believe in ‘safe 
and sane’ books for children, much will be 
done through the national weekly and month- 
ly magazines.” 

It was obvious that one of the first de- 
siderata was a suggestive list of approved 
boy’s books, and to the compilation of such 
a list, Mr. Mathiews, acting for the Boy 
Scout organization, at once set himself. 
There have been published a number of very 
excellent bibliographies of juvenile literature, 
most of them compiled under library auspices. 
Something a little different, however, was 
conceived, a list which, without any lowering 
of literary or moral standards, should be 
“practical,” i. e., avowedly and provedly one 
of popular books. 

For this reason its compilation was pro- 
ceeded with along somewhat original lines. 
Circular letters of inquiry were addressed 
to scores of booksellers and children’s libra- 
rians throughout the country, asking them 
for lists, not of the “best” juveniles, but of 
the most popular, as evidenced in the one 
case by sales and in the other by circulation. 
From the combined returns a list of one 
thousand or more more or less permanent 
juvenile “best-sellers” was compiled. Then, 
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and not before, a moral and literary standard | 


was established and, by successive elimina- 
tions, three hundred titles were chosen, which 
were not only the Books Boys Like Best, but 
which were worthy their liking! 

It is not for an instant contended, of course, 


that this list contains all the good boys’ | 


books. There are hundreds equally good, 


shown they like best. There will be no neces- 
sity of urging a reading of them. And, col- 


ing boy busy for some years.

CLarA W. Hunt, head of the children’s 
work in the Brooklyn Public Library and well 
known in library circles, has just published a 
little volume under the above title which every 
parent should read. In her many years of ex- 
perience in the matter of children’s reading 
Miss Hunt has found that far too little atten- 
tion is paid by parents to the question of the 
child’s reading before the age of seven or 
eight, and it is to urge upon parents the desir- 
ability of the early and careful cultivation of 
embryo bookmen that “What Shall We Read 
to the Children?” has been written. 

Following are a few of the more easily 
detached nuggets picked up at random in 
Miss Hunt’s book: 


Another story is of an eight-year-old boy 
whose career is one round of sensational be- 
nevolence. There are stories of children who 
bring together father and mother who have 
separated; who win to devoted motherhood 
women too absorbed in society to remember 
Let the children 
have real fairy tales, by all means. But by all 
means insist that their stories of real life be 
true to life, to the wholesome, natural, simple 


| life you are trying to insure to your children.” 





“The Sunday-School story of a generation 
ago is dying out. Do not revive it under 
the impression that the priggish heroine will 
be a wholesome example for your child.” 

“The soft, ‘safe,’ inane, sugar-and-water 
story that leads nowhere, that has no positive 
qualities, bad or good, that consumes good 
time, that opens no windows in the child’s 
mind—this story also let us avoid.” 

At the end of the book Miss Hunt has ar- 
ranged a valuable bibliography for readers who 


| are generally considered too small and unim- 


portant to have a bibliography all their own. 
Since we are giving elsewhere a bibliography 
for older children we also reprint here Miss 
Hunt’s bibliography.

A PROTEST AGAINST THE MULTI- 


| PLICITY OF JUVENILE SERIES—AND 


AN ANSWER. 
IN a recent communication to the New 


N. H., writing from the librarian’s stand- 


| point, urged that we “call a halt to series of 


juvenile books.” In the October 17 issue of 
the same publication, William Heyliger an- 
from the standpoint of the 
writer of juveniles, who, “lacking the oppor- 
tunities of publicity that seems to come to 
the writers of every other type of literature,” 
is forced to adopt the series title to hold his 
readers. Both protest and answer seem to 
us worthy of comment, and we reprint here- 
with the main arguments in each: 


THE LIBRARIAN’S PROTEST. 


“I pass over the multiplication of estimable 
sets like ‘Peeps at Industries,’ ‘When Mother 
Lets Us,’ etc, ‘What Every Child Should 
Know About,’ etc.” says Miss Blanchard, 
“and turn to the consideration of books which 
children would read of their own free will 
and accord, and even go out on stormy nights 
to get.” After listing more than a score of 
juvenile fiction series of the type of which 
she disapproves, Miss Blanchard continues: 
“On becoming a librarian, twenty years ago, 
| officially inherited shelves of Optic, Alger, 
Castlemon, and Martha Finley. Do I want 
to buy current series and thus entail upon 
my successor the replacing of worn-out books 
in long-drawn-out sets which have become 
easy for children to look up in the grimiest 
drawers of the card catalogue? Whatever 
pleasure children get from machine-made, 
strung-together stories is not enough to justify 
their purchase. 

“Yet I do want earnestly to buy for our 
boys and girls some interesting modern sto- 
ries. Unless they have these they may come 
to shun the library as imposing tasks rather 
than giving pleasure, for the reading of 
classics done as part of school work is a 
grind. Of course, the best is none too good 
for children, but what if it is incomprehensible 
to them? Our supervision cannot be con- 
stant, and without it pupils make unsuitable 
A little girl takes out ‘A Fool’s 


| Errand,’ and a stolid boy ‘The Secret Gar- 


den.’ After the pupil has written the exacted 
review about this dutifully read book, he hies 
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across the street to get a story told by the 
painless process of the movies. 

“For the comparatively few children who 
are readers born and bred, we have good non- 
fiction a-plenty, recommended by the A. L. A. 
book list, which, by the way, seems to have 
given up (in despair?) trying to mention 
juvenile story books. 

“To go to a bookstore does not help much 
toward purchase; almost every book you take 
up as looking wholesome and entertaining for 
the young proves to be tied to a preceding 
or a following volume by a slight thread of 
continuous narrative. ‘Publishers, authors, 
and dealers make more money that way,’ the 
clerk explains. He adds, however, that many 


librarians are no longer buying seried books,: 


and your approving nod ranks you among the 
latter. You will not buy a twenty-fifth, or 
even a fifth, volume about the same group of 
young folks, though there result a shortage 
of new fiction for your boy and girl cus- 
tomers, 

“So much for my protest. 

“My plea is that this state of things be 
remedied, and soon.” 


THE AUTHOR’S ANSWER. 


“Miss Blanchard complains that there is too 
heavy a flood of juveniles, and calls a halt to 
‘series’ books. Librarians in general, I fancy, 
will agree with all that Miss Blanchard says. 
The ‘series’ is a library nightmare. The point 
that Miss Blanchard misses is this—that the 
‘series’ type of book has been forced, to a 
large extent, upon the men and women who 
write it. 

“Juvenile literature—may I say literature? 
—is seldom given the attention to which it is 
entitled. Any time a reviewer uses as much 
as one-quarter of a column to say anything 
about juveniles, that which he says is gener- 
ally derogatory. I read five publications that 
seriously review books; yet, looking back over 
a period of five years, 1 cannot recall an ex- 
tended, cordial review of a single juvenile. 
Surely some good books for boys or for girls 
must have been published within that period 
of time. 

“Let me speak particularly of writers for 
boys. I know that part of my subject better. 

“The writer for boys faces a market that 
must buy its books by proxy. When the boy 
desires a volume costing one dollar or more 
he must appeal to some adult member of his 
family. He cannot stroll down to the book- 
shop, browse around, find his book and walk 
out with it. Could he browse around, the 
matter of titles and series would be of small 
moment—if he forgot his title he could search 
and find. However, he is forced to buy by 
proxy, and there’s the rub. 

“Lacking the opportunities of publicity that 
seem to come to the writers of every other 
type of literature, even minor poets, the ju- 
venile writer dare not use a general title. 
It would be too vague. So he takes advantage 
of the gang spirit of the boy or of his capac- 
ity for hero worship. The result is a series 
running ‘Lansing i on the Diamond,’ 
‘Lansing Boys in the Woods,’ etc., or perhaps 
‘Bob Drake at School,’ ‘Bob Drake, Class

Leader. Call that last book “The Class 
Leader,’ and it would have to search for its 
friends. But ‘Bob Drake, Class Leader, 
means something to every boy who has read a 
Bob Drake book, 

“Purely from a library standpoint, Miss 
Blanchard is justified in her complaint against 
the ‘series.’ I have written the series books, 
though no series of mine has run more than 
six volumes. As a writer for boys who takes 
juvenile work seriously, I am beginning to 
doubt the artistic wisdom of the series. For 
one thing, the series handicaps you in plot 
and character treatment. You are bound by 
what your characters have done in the past. 
Yet boys demand more than one volume of a 
hero who takes their fancy. I believe | shall 
ultimately compromise by limiting any series 
| may write to three volumes. 

“Miss Blanchard wants to buy for her boys 
and girls some interesting modern stories. 
Where is she to find them? Surely she can- 
not sit down and read the mass of juvenile 
stuff that comes from the presses. She must 
make her selection in one of three ways— 
blindly and by chance, from published re- 
views, or from the A. L. A. booklist, 

“Let us go back to the question of reviews. 
How many juveniles are adequately reviewed? 
The average criticism of a book for boys is 
worthless, because the reviewer looks at it 
from the adult standpoint. The only person 
qualified to judge a book for boys—I do not 
mean now the book that is thinly or thickly 
vicious—is a person who understands boy 
nature thoroughly. Last month the news- 
papers were filled with laudations concerning 
the work of the late Harry Castlemon. His 
books are fine and wholesome. He deserved 
all the good things that were said about his 
work. But how many of these good things 
were said about his books at the time that 
he was penning them? Men writing in news- 
paper offices could look back with delight upon 
the days when they read Castlemon, and these 
same men wrote the tributes. Back through 
the years these writers saw Castlemon’s Frank 
Nelson books—with the eyes of a boy. For 
the moment, in memory, they were boys 
again. I wonder would those men enthuse 
over a modern juvenile. 

“We have writers to-day who are doing 
work as fine and as wholesome as was Castle- 
mon’s. For instance, let me cite two writers, 
Arthur Stanwood Pier and Clarence B. Kel- 
land. Mr. Kelland’s humor is clean and bub- 
bling; it sparkles with youth and joy. And 
Mr. Pier’s school stories are to me a constant 
delight. How much recognition have these 
two men received from the reviewers? 

“However, though the juvenile writer seems 
to be literature’s poor relation, I can assure 
Miss Blanchard that better times are coming. 
In many sections people are beginning to ex- 
press an eager interest in the right kind of 
books for the young. And in other sections 
there seems to be an awakening to the fact 
that while high standards are much to be de- 
sired, high standards and right standards are 
not necessarily synoymous. Standing at the 
head of this fight is Franklin K. Mathiews, 
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Chief Scout Librarian of the Boy Scouts of 
America. Mr. Mathiews has lectured before 
many meetings of librarians, and one of his 
propaganda articles, entitled, “Blowing Out 
the Boy’s Brains,’ was widely copied after its 
publication in The Outlook. My hat is off 
to Mr. Mathiews for this. He went to his 
task with no preconceived idea that a boy’s 
book must be considered as lacking in worth 
if it does not deal with some husky brigand 
like Robin Hood or some historical hero like 
King Arthur. The clear vision of men like 
Mr. Mathiews must, in the end, make the lot 
of the librarian, struggling in a wilderness of 
juveniles, easier and more secure. For out 
of the movement that he has started must 
come some standard of criticism of books for 
boys. At present there are no standards.” 





CHOOSING THE CHILDREN’S LIBRARY 


The thoughtful parent knows that there is 
no greater gift to be bestowed on a child than 
a discriminating love of reading, a taste for 
good reading for its own sake, not merely 
to amass information or to kill time, says 
Grace Isabel Colbron in the October Bookman. 
True, she continues, it adds one more burden 
to the many resting on the shoulders of the 
careful parent of to-day! For what with 
scientific child-training, new methods of edu- 
cation, nursery and school-room sanitation, 
modern parents may really be pardoned an 
occasional regretful backward glance to those 
happy days when all their duty was summed 
up in the Mother Goose line: 


“She whipped them all round, and sent them to bed.” 


However, our modern parent takes the 
child’s reading seriously, and is questioning 
libraries, literary journals and other centres 
of interest in books as to which books every 
child should read, both for its enjoyment and 
for its best mental and spiritual development. 
It is a problem which has not yet received as 
much attention as it deserves. 

The writer of this article is opposed to sex 
segregation in literature or in any other form 
of art—and does not believe that there is such 
a thing as sex difference in the appreciation 
of any work of art that endures. When we 
come to the stories that have endured, we find 
little sex difference shown in the choice. Quite 
recently seveial men have openly acknowl- 
edged, in print, that they really enjoyed “Little 
Women,” the inference being that many more, 
who have not said so, are in the same gallery. 
And many a girl has lost her beauty sleep in 
a surreptitious reading of the “Leatherstocking 
Tales” or “The Wreck of the Grosvenor.” 
There are as many girls as boys who look 
back with delight on “Ivanhoe,” “Robinson 
Crusoe” and even “Tom Brown,” which is 
supposed to appeal particularly to boys. 

The question of age is more important. But 
it must always be remembered that the num- 
ber of years is no safe criterion. Some chil- 
dren enjoy at nine or ten what others do not 
care for until they have reached the age of 
fourteen or fifteen. Individuality and en- 
vironment have much to do with forming the 
taste and here the parent’s own knowledge 


of the child must supplement and modify any- 
thing an outsider can say. 

A prominent educator, rich in experience in 
the story-telling which has become so im- 
portant a part of the modern school curricu- 
lum, has some interesting things to say on this 
matter. According to this authority there are, 
roughly speaking, three well-defined periods 
in the child’s taste in stories. There is a 
period of romanticism, love of the purely 
imaginative story of other climes and other 
epochs, which lasts until about eight years of 
age. Then comes a period of prosaic and even 
interest in the doings of Here and Now, the 
things of the child’s own world, which lasts 
until about thirteen or fourteen. Then comes 


‘a second period of romanticism lasting well 


on into adolescence and through the later teens. 

However, the child as an independent reader, 
and the child as audience for stories told by 
some one in the flesh, is two different individ- 
uals. While the ideas here suggested have 
great value, it must also be remembered that 
the child is never an independent reader until 
after eight or nine years of age. Indeed the 
newer educational methods discourage the 
teaching of reading, except at the child’s own 
request, before the age of nine. The present 
writer is inclined to think that for the true 
reader, the child of imagination and eager 
power of assimilation, the period of roman- 
ticism begins just as soon as it discovers that 
wonderful world of Make-Believe in books, 
and lasts until well along in adolescence. 
After this, when childhood, even in the larger 
sense, is well past, comes the period of in- 
telligent interest in the world around us, and 
the desire to find its problems treated in fiction. 
Again we throw the responsibility on the 
parent, who in addition to a wide knowledge 
of books and an excellent memory, must have 
as well a fine understanding of the individual 
child’s development. 

Every normal child enjoys fairy tales. These 
and good animal stories—many of the most 
charming fairy tales are animal stories them- 
selves—are staples of the first years of in- 
dependent reading for our young folks. A 
little later comes the awakening of interest in 
human protagonists, which may take the form 
of a liking for the doings of little boys and 
girls like the readers, and so prove the truth 
of what the above-quoted educator has said. 
But it may also take the form of an inclination 
for historical stories, for the life-stories of 
the heroes of myth, saga, or legend, or for 
tales of peril by sea and land, and deeds of 
valor. Even here there is a difference. Some 
children are natural realists in that they like 
the heroes and heroines of these adventures 
to be people like those they know in actuality. 
But the adventures must lead the heroes far 
afield and may well come within the romantic 
fiction class. The child who likes the historical 
story, or any story with a setting strange to 
him, drifts naturally, in adolescence, into a 
liking for the great epics of saga or history. 
This inclination holds us fast for many years, 
and for some of us does not lose its fascina- 
tion even in maturity. 

_ There is a point in this connection which 
is worthy of note. The stories of individual 
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incidents in these great epics 
are so pulsing with life, so 
truly dramatic, that the 
temptation lies near to adapt 
them to the use of the 
young child. This should 
be done with great caution. 
The basic elements of many 
of the immortal epics lie 
well outside the world of 
the child’s comprehension 
and sympathy. If we teach 
him to know them in a 
garbled version we may kill 
his desire to drink of this 
wonderful stream at the 
fountain-head when he has 
come to an age to under- 
stand it. There are some 
such retold stories from the 
great epics which are books 
of lasting value, Haw- 
thorne’s “Wonder Book” 
and his “Tanglewood Tales” 
as best instances, but there 
are many others which be- 
little and mutilate the great 
stories in such a way as to 
give the child a false idea of 
their value. 

It is far wiser for parent or teacher them- 
selves to absorb these great stories and tell 
them orally to the child, as may be best suited 
to his nature and likings. When he is old 
enough to understand their place in history 
and literature, he can safely be allowed the 
books themselves, not any garbled modern 
version. 

A word in closing about a book which is 
indispensable, the Bible. No other book has 
been more sinned against by those professing 
most reverence for it. Many an adult’s pleas- 
ure in this great book has been effectively 
spoiled by being forced during childhood to 
read a chapter a day. It was considered a 
penance apparently, for no attempt was made 
to make the reading interesting. It was sup- 
posed to work automatically and to improve 


our minds and souls while we ploughed me- | 


chanically through its pages. 

But if some kind fate puts us into the hands 
of parents or teachers who let us understand 
that the Bible is just a book, but the best- 
known and best-loved book in all the world, 
then indeed we have won a treasure for a 
lifetime. Then we realize that it is full of 
wonderful adventure stories and fascinating 
legends that charm wus’ When we are little 
and mother tells them to us. And when later 
we read these stories ourselves and find 
the great thoughts that lie beneath them, 
and when we come to the beautiful philosophy 
of life preached by the most epic figure of 
history, we do it as a pleasure eagerly sought 
and we win something we can never forget. 

_It would be better to have the Old and the 
New Testament in separate volumes. Tell 
the stories from the Old Testament to the 
younger children, and let them read some of 
them when they are studying the history of 
ancient peoples. Then, in adolescence, when

duty and responsibility shine before us like 
twin guiding stars, let the life-story and the 
teachings of the Carpenter’s Son of Nazareth 
fill the eager young mind with high ideals of 
human devotion and social service. 

And so the Bible, containing some of the 
most delightful fiction in the world, and yet 
belonging, for other of its content, to the non- 
fiction class, paves the way for a consideration 
of the non-fiction books which should be in 
every child’s possession. But that is another 
story!

PUBLISHERS’ CO-OPERATIVE BUREAU 
PLANS BOOK CHRISTMAS CAMPAIGN. 

THE annual question, “What shall I give for 
Christmas?” is to be answered everywhere 
this year in bright, big-lettered, Christmasy 
colors by the slogan, “Books make the most 
acceptable gifts.” It is planned, with the co- 
operation and assistance of the booksellers of 
the country, to display this suggestion so 
widely, and to use it in so many different and 
constructive ways, that, like the wraith of 
not-to-be-forgotten things, it will haunt the 
Christmas buyer in his sleep and send him, 
in the morning, speeding for books — and 
plenty of them. 

The plan is an enlargement of the “Make 
this a book Christmas” idea developed last 
season by the Publishers’ Co-operative Bureau, 
and which met with such hearty appreciation 
on the part of the trade. 

The Literary Digest, with a plan of its 
own based on the co-operative work accom- 
plished by the Bureau, will start the campaign 
rolling by emphasizing in liberal space in its 
columns, beginning Thanksgiving week and 
continuing right up to Christmas, the desira- 
bility of books as Christmas gifts. The three 
issues of the Digest, just prior to Christmas, 
will carry display advertisements prepared by 
the publication and built up around the idea 
that this is to be a book Christmas. On De- 
cember 11, the Digest will print a comprehen- 
sive Christmas book number. For a week 
preceding this special number, and just at a 
time when everyone is thinking of what to 
buy for Christmas, it will display a red-green- 
and-white poster suggesting books for Christ- 
mas in 25,000 suburban trains and street cars 
all over the United States. Approximately 
250 cities and towns, representing every state 
in the Union, will be used. The cars in these 
selected places carry eighty million passengers 
weekly, according to United States govern- 
ment reports. In New York City proper, the 
daily newspapers will be used in place of street 
cars. 

The Publishers’ Co-operative Bureau plans 
to have its work for the booksellers link right 
up to this big publicity programme. The slo- 
gan, “What shall I give for Christmas? Books 
make the most acceptable gifts,” will be re- 
produced in poster stamp form, to be used in 
attaching to and sealing all pre-Christmas cor- 
respondence. These stamps will be furnished 
free in any quantities desired by the trade. 
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The demand already indicates that close to a 
million will be needed. 

In addition to the stamps, attractive window 
posters and “streamers” and a folder or two 
are being prepared—all emphasizing the one 
idea of books for Christmas. Approximately 
a quarter million or more of these will be 
distributed. All of this material will be fur- 
nished gratis by the Bureau upon application 
to its offices at 38 W. 32d Street, New York.

OBITUARY NOTES 


ARTHUR Pitisspury Donce, publisher, lawyer, 
inventor and member of the bars of New York, 
New Hampshire, Illinois and Massachusetts, 
died recently at his home in Freeport, L. L, 
in his sixty-sixth year. Mr. Dodge educated 
himself, and was admitted to the bar of Massa- 
chusetts in 1879. In 1886, Mr. Dodge founded 
The New England Magazine, and later founded 
The Bay State Monthly and The Granite State 
Monthly. Dr. Edward Everett Hale and Wil- 
liam Dean Howells were both associated with 
Mr. Dodge in these enterprises. He is sur- 
vived by his wife and three sons, one of whom 
is Wendell Phillips Dodge, editor of the Strand 
Magazine. 

Henri Fasre, the entomologist, died in 
Orange, France, on October 11. Fabre, whom 
Maeterlinck called the “Insects’ Homer,” and 
whom Darwin referred to as “the incomparable 
observer,” after a life of poverty and sacrifice, 
was finally recognized as one of the greatest 
scientists in the world. He had remained 
almost unknown until he was over eighty 
years of age, devoting his life with unfailing 
perserverance to exploring the insect world. 
He was born in St. Leon’s, France in 1823, of 
humble parentage, and from his earliest youth 
his life was a constant struggle for education. 
After practically self-educating himself, he be- 
came a teacher of mathematics in a school at 
Ajaccio, and later professor of mathematics at 
the Lycée at Avignon. Nevertheless, his real 
interest was in insect life, and he indulged this 
hobby in the intervals of his duties at the 
Lycée. At the age of seventy he settled down 
in a small cottage he built at Sérignan to carry 
out the dream of his life. He wrote cheerily 
at this time: “The wish is realized. It is 
a little late, O my pretty insects! I greatly 


| fear that the peach is offered me only when 
_ I have no teeth wherewith to eat it.” 


In 1912 
Frederic Mistral found him practically starv- 
M. Mistral 
wrote in Le Matin of the plight of the great 
entomologist and called for his friends and 
those interested in science to come to his aid. 
The French Government was only too ready 
to respond and a literary pension was granted 
him which was sufficient to render him safe 
from further privations. This incident brought 
the attention of the French people to their

great and almost unknown scientist, and a 
monument was erected to him at Avignon, the 
money for which was raised by public sub- 
scription. M. Fabre had the degree of Doctor 
of Physical and Mathematical Sciences, and 
among other honors had received the Prix 
Petit d’Ormoy and the Prix Gegner. His 
greatest work, “Souvenirs Entomologiques,” 
has gone into many editions and was crowned 
by the French Academy. In the original 
French this work appeared in ten volumes,, 
and it is now being issued in the English trans- 
lation in one or two books a year. The volumes 
already published are: “The Life of the 
Spider ;” “The Life of the Fly;” “The Mason 
Bees;” “Bramble Bees and Others;” and 
“Hunting Wasps.”

“PERHAPS IT IS NOT WELL TO BE TOO CARPING. 
One cannot expect a Treasure Island or a 
Jungle Book every year, says the New York 
Evening Post. But there seems to be an un- 
deniable tendency of established authors to 
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lend themselves less and less to the arduous 
task of amusing junior readers. One notes, 
too, the sharp cleavage which has developed 
between the products of the English authors 
of juveniles and those put forward by domestic 
publishing houses. Indeed, publishers tell us 
to-day that English houses will not bring out 
American books for young people because the 
style and contents are too immature for British 
youth. Conversely, the number of importa- 
tions published in this ccuntry decreases from 
year to year.” 

A MASS meeting will be held at the Hotel 
Astor in New York City on Wednesday even- 
ing, October 27, to discuss the Stevens Bill. 
This meeting is the outgrowth of the con- 
ference of Independent Retailers of the Met- 
ropolitan District, Inc., held in New York City 
on September 30, at which it was decided to 
invite Congressman Stevens, Louis D. Bran- 
deis, and a number of eminent New York 
merchants to address a general meeting of 
the representatives from all of the retailers’ 
associations within a radius of fifty miles of 
New York. We have been unable to ascer- 
tain whether Congressman Stevens and Louis 
D. Brandeis will be present. Among those 
who have definitely accepted are Daniel J. 
Griffith and Charles Dushkind, counsel for 
the newly-formed organization, “The Tobac- 
co Merchants of America.” 

“THERE IS NO MINIMUM AGE for the book- 
lover or for the book-owner,” says Arthur E. 
Bostwick, librarian of the St, Paul Public 
Library, in “The Making of an American’s 
Library,” recently published by Little, Brown 
& Co. “One may and should,” he continues, 
“begin to love books before he knows how 
to read. To such children reading comes 
naturally, like speaking. They need no for- 
mal instruction in it—rather, their training 
began, as Dr. Oliver Wendell Holmes said it 
should, ‘a hundred years before they were 
born.’ And if a book owned should be a book 
loved, so that one’s library is a group of inti- 
mates, not a throng of strangers, the boy and 
the girl should begin early to lay the founda- 
tions by such a collection, and to lay it in 
the right way. . . . [Yet] children’s books are 
commonly gifts.from their elders; and in too 
many cases their elders are willing to take on 
trust, especially just before Christmas, any- 
thing that is offered them as a ‘juvenile.’ 
The results have been unsatisfactory. One of 
them is that we have too many ‘books for 
children” In manv cases the child easily 
reads and enjoys the same books as his elders. 
Intelligent children do not like being ‘talked 
down to,’ or ‘written down to.’ It is possible, 
however, to make the opposite mistake by 
giving children books to read that they find 
dull or unintelligible, just because the treat- 
ment is unsuited for the child’s particular 
stage of mental development. It is possible 
to arouse in this way a distaste for what is 
good that may have long-continued or far- 
reaching influences for evil.”

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The Books Boys Like Best 


Give me a highwayman, and I was full to 
the brim; a Jacobite would do, but the high- 
wayman was my favorite dish. I can still 
hear that merry clatter of hoofs along the 
moonlit lane; night and the coming of day 
are still related in my mind with the doings 
of John Rann or Jerry Abershaw; and the 
words ‘postchatse, the ‘great North Road, 
‘ostler’ and ‘nag’ still sound in my ears like 
poetry. One and all, at least, and each with 
his particular fancy, we read story books in 
childhood, not for eloquence or character or 
thought, but for some quality of the brute in- 
cident—Rosert Louis STEVENSON. 


The boys in question are those from ten to 
sixteen. Within this period there falls from 
two to four years, often called “the reading 
age.” At this time the average boy will read 
anywhere from one to three or four books a 
week, if he has opportunity. I received re- 
cently a letter from the Efficiency Teacher in 
the Public School System of a large suburban 
city. A list of ninety-eight books was en- 
closed, representing the reading of a boy dur- 
ing his summer’s vacation, 

One of the managers of the Circulation 
Department of the Curtis publications was 
asked what premiums in their “Book of 
Prizes” were most popular with the tens of 
thousands of boys who sell their publications 
With more than five hundred articles listed, 
all chosen especially to delight the boy-heart, 
the boys, he said, asked for books oftener than 
for any other one thing. In a recent survey 
made in Rochester, N. Y., when the question 
was asked of the school children as to what 
they did between Friday afternoon and the 
following Monday, it was discovered that they 
spent the largest percentage of their time read- 
ing. A study was also made of the “hobbies” 
of 923 boys, and again it was found that boys 
spend more time reading than in any other 
recreation. 


This recreational reading holds for boys 
three big reading interests. First and fore- 
most the boy is passionately fond of stories of 
adventure; and (2) almost of like concern to 
him are the “What and How to Do” books; 
and (3) the books of information appeal al- 
most equally strongly, for the average boy is 
keen to know something about everything and 
everything about something. 

We know so well, are reminded so often of 
the power and influence of the good book and 
great, and of the one book even that has so 
often determined life issues in the lives of our 
noble great, that we have failed for the most 
part to observe the influence for good of the 
boy’s recreational reading books. Personally, 
I believe such books influence him for good 
or ill as profoundly as his play activities, of

which after all they are a vital part. As with 
his play, the needful thing is that there should 
be understanding and direction of his read- 
ing interests. 


Our time is rapidly learning the educational 
worth of the play instinct; its value in develop- 
ing children both mentally and morally, Play- 
grounds and gymnasiums are fast becoming 
schools for exercising morals as well as 
muscles. And this is accomplished, not so 
much by introducing novel games or new 
forms of play activity, but by giving intelli- 
gent direction to the play instinct as it ex- 
presses itself through the games and play 
activities generations old. 

So it should be with the boy and his books. 
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Let his taste and interest be the criterion of 
judgment, then direct and guide him in the 
choice of books. Find the stories in which 
the heroes have the characteristics the boy so 
much admires—men of unquenchable courage, 
immense resourcefulness, absolute fidelity, 
conspicuous greatness. Of course, he is al- 
ways growing out of such books as he is grow- 
ing out of his clothes. But while the grow- 
ing process is going on we should be as mind- 
ful to gratify his taste for particular books 
as for particular clothes—short pants, for in- 
stance; and, if carefullly led, will he not in 
time take as naturally to the really great liter- 
ature as he at last naturally turns to long 
trousers? 

Ours is the privilege of exercising all our 
skill and cunning to introduce the boy to 
those great books which become life long 
friends. Is it not probable that the boy will be 
more interested in our noblest books if we are 
concerned about the books he likes best? If we 
will meet him, work with him on his own 
level of reading interests, I fancy it will be 
much easier to guide the boy to our own 
mountain top levels of literature. And such 
fellowship, will, I believe, disclose the fact 
that the best of the books that the boy likes so 
well are also of a sort thar reave “a fine and 
wholesome feeling in the mind,” that for him 
they are just the kind to provide “wholesome 
exercise for the emotional muscles of the 
spirit, opening up new windows to the im- 
agination, adding some line or color to the 
ideal of life.”

In the studies that immediately follow, | 
have endeavored to show the possibility of 
character culture by means of books boys like 
best. In the early teens the boy is a hero 
worshipper. I have made use of this boy- 
hood passion in arranging the boy’s story 
books according to his heroes. Then, in each 
instance, studying the group of books so 
listed, I have endeavored to answer the ques- 
tion—what is the character culture value of 
such books. Following the hero lists will be 
found the “What and How to Do Books” and 
the “Books of Information.” In each instance, 
briefly, I have offered suggestions as to the 
possible influence of these books in the boy’s 
moral awakening and mental development. 

Obviously, even though the books mentioned 
are those boys like best, the lists are not 
for the use of boys but their leaders and men- 
tors. Boys are not interested in recreational 
reading because of its moral benefits. Like 
Stevenson, they read story books “not for the 
eloquence or character or thought, but for 
some quality of the brute incident.” And the 
“quality of the brute incident” which most 
appeals is action—there must be “something 
doing” all the time. It was an Irish lady who 
said: “I like the tears and the laughter laid 
on with a trowel, and plenty of lords and 
ladies and I am not ashamed to say_so; | 
get enough of rele life in the wurk.” “Not 
the tears but the laughter and plenty of action 
laid on with a trowel” is the way the red- 
hlooded boy would put it, and neither would 
he be ashamed to tell you his opinion.

We gloriously forget ourselves, and plunge, 
Soul-forward, headlong, into a book’s profound.”

That kind of a book for a boy is the story 
of adventure. Examine any list prepared by 
librarians of the books boys like best and 
you will find that more than half of them are 
tales of pure adventure. Why this abiding 
passion among boys in their teens for such 
books ? 

It is not enough to say—because boys love 
action, for that is only stating the problem in 
another way. Why this love of action? Be- 
cause the boy himself is growing, expanding, 
developing; now “stirs the blood—to bubble 
in the veins.” Nature is creating individu- 
ality in the boy. From this time forward she 
intends that he shall count for one, and by 
many means is pulling, pushing, almost hurl- 
ing him forward toward the goal. 

In this development, this change from 
youth into potential manhood, imagination 
plays a most important part. And in quick- 
ening and conserving imagination, nothing is 
more helpful than these tales of adventure 
that “bid the boy to hope, to fill his heart with 
visions fair.” Imagination quickened by the 
adventure story, tells him he, too, is num- 
bered among those— 

“Inheritors of mighty things, who own a 
lineage high.” 

Imagination’s contribution to the boy’s 
moral development is not less marked. The 
greatest possible service education can render 
is to train the boy to grasp and master new 
Situations as they constantly present them- 
selves to kim; and what helps more to make 





such adjustment than a lively imagination; 
and what are the best stories of adventure but 
the records of resourcefulness in the face of 
what seems to be insuperable difficulty? It is 
this element in “Robinson Crusoe,” “Swiss 
Family Robinson,” “Masterman Ready,” and 
similar tales, that make them fresh reading 
for every generation. 

“Fresh reading for every generation,” for 
there is a time, the period of the early teens, 
that nature has set for the development of 
personal initiative and self-reliance. Here- 
tofore, the child has been largely influenced 
by what the educator calls “the race mind.” 
But now the break comes, it is nature’s pur- 
pose to make something new, something bet- 
ter. Says Professor Edward St. John in his 
“Stories and Story Telling”: “It is now that 
he needs the exceptional and the sensational 
to spur him on to do the deeds that have never 
yet been done. Nature now seeks to stir in 
every one the impulse to rise above the com- 
mon level and do surpassing things. Hence 


the impossible hero does not repel and may 


have a real pedagogical value.” 

Is it too much to conclude, then, that when 
boys read stories of adventure, if they only 
be the right sort, that these books will stimu- 
late such initiative, awaken such resourceful- 
ness as will aid the boy to change capacity 
into capability and so vocationally help him 
to find himself. Not that the tale of adven- 
ture alone will do this, but rightly, purpose- 
fully used, it is sure to do its share.

The most favorable period for the pre- 
sentation of the story or life of service is in 
the middle teens. Says Professor St. John: 
“After the seventeenth or eighteenth year so 
strong is the instinctive tendency toward al- 
truism that often self-sacrifice becomes a 
pleasure, and is sought almost as an end in 
itself.” The cause for such susceptibility is 
found in the fact that it is now that tender 
sentiment stirs the moral nature to its very 
depths. This is the time when young men and 
maidens dream dreams and see _ visions; 
dreams of high service, visions. of self- 
sacrifice for others. 

But it is not so with the younger boy. He 
has ideals, but they are personal, how he may 
improve, do something for himself; he has 
passionate yearnings, thoughts profound and 
deep, but mostly of self. “Mostly of self,” 
because he is growing so rapidly physically 
and mentally and emotionally. It is this rapid 
growth, though, generating tremendous en- 
ergy, which offers us our point of contact for 
awakening within him ideals of service. His 
energy needs direction, means must be pro- 
vided for the boy to do something. Not often 
do you find boys eagerly responsive to the 
call to be good; but to do good, that is dif- 
ferent. Here there is room for action and 
that appeals. Impressive proof of this is 
found in the willing way in which Boy Scouts 
“Do a Good Turn Daily.” 

Just at this period, too, the boy is most 
strongly influenced by the hero who does 
things, especially the man of physical prow- 
ess. This is why the athlete so completely 
captivates him. Within himself stirs increas- 
ing strength and the hero of his dreams is a 
man strong and agile and skillful in physical 
competitions. 

But other heroes attract and for the same 
reason. What he admires in all his heroes 
is the wonderful, the startling, the sensational, 
and, given any man who does things, things 
unusual, things that appeal to the boy as spec- 
tacular, and he is quick to respond with an 
interest that is keen and attentive. 

This is our hope in presenting the heroes 
of service. For the moment, the boy will not 
be so much interested in the hero because of 
his unselfish service or splendid self-sacrifice, 
for it is not the quality of the act that inter- 
ests him so much as the quantity. When in 
heroic service men do things, big things, big 
and courageous and wonderful, such glorious 
deeds are bound to win the boy’s approval 
and applause. It is so as regards bold knights 
who in the olden time rode forth redressing 
human wrong; and it may be so as regards 
our modern knights of service if only they be 


prescated in the same picturesque and win- 
some way. 

This is the period of the picturesque with 
the boy. Upon his person now appear bright 
buttons and pins with their mysterious in- 
signia; and banners, streaming in colors 
bright, gay and brilliant adorn his room. Of 
such a sort must his heroes be. This is the 
time to feed him on the literature of chivalry, 
for these are the books that furnish color to 
the imagination, depth, to feeling, breadth and 
beauty to ideals. Says Miss Frances Olcott 
in her “Children’s Reading”: “They (books 
of chivalry) appeal to the budding sentiments 
and awakening enthusiasm of youth. They 
are imbued with charming fancy and with 
tenderness. They deal less with the depths 
of life and more with its emotions. They 
draw youthful altruistic aspirations toward an 
ideal goal—where treachery, cruelty, cow- 
ardice, and falsehood are shown in their 
blackness, and where the unstained shield of 
the faithful knight is preferred above all 
things.”

Life is full of “humdrum views, jog-trot 
sequences, little carking cares, drivelling wor- 
ries and apprehensions, tiring rules and in- 
finitesimal points of honor,” and it is laughter 
quite as often as love that relieves the strain. 
Because in the Bible there is no humor, or at 
the most, very little, many people find it diffi- 
cult to believe that it has a serious place in 
our lives. Quite the contrary is true and our 
time, learning the educational worth of the 
play spirit is also beginning to appreciate that 
two indispensable qualities for wholesome liv- 
ing are a lively imagination and a keen sense 
of humor.

Next to the “Wild West” type of adventure 
tale, the one that appeals to most boys is the 
historical story; and this is not so much be- 
cause of his interest in biography or history, 
but because such stories are so largely a 
record of war. 

This reading interest of the boy is easily 
misunderstood. Like Stevenson, he reads such 
stories for “some quality of the brute inci- 
dent” but the quality of the “brute incident” 
that appeals to the red-blooded boy is action. 
He likes the stories of war because in them 
there is “something doing all the time.” Of 
the horrors of war, its blood shed, of that the 
boy really feels but little, and is not any more 
likely influenced permanently by it than he 
was when as a child he heard over and over 
again the story of “Jack the Giant Killer” 
or how David slew Goliath. 

With both the child and the boy, what 
moves most profoundly is the action of the 
story in which men of daring do wonderful 
things. So long as there are encounters and 
combats and hair-breadth escapes; heroic res- 
cues, astonishing accomplishments and amaz- 
ing difficulties overcome, the boy is captivated 
and enthralled. 

But as someone has said, “Cultivating a 
taste is often cloying an appetite.” There are 
some authors of so-called historical stories 
who in their effort to satisfy the taste of the 
boy barbarian magnify the glory of war, pay- 
ing little or no attention to the facts of his- 
tory. Those are the best historical stories 
which are set in verified facts and in which 
bold, adventurous actions are so portrayed as 
to make evident and vital to the boy the les- 
sons taught both by victory and defeat, and 
how the liberties and privileges of the 
Present were purchased with a great price 
hy our country’s noble great, some of whom 
fought and gave much while others fought 
and gave all. 

In fine, to quote one of our country’s lead- 
ing authors of boys’ books: “The historical 
story should be the connecting, though fre- 





quently missing, link between the boy and 
the history of his own land. It may not de- 
velop a genius, but it may do better still, it 
may arouse admiration for a true man. It 
may not, indeed ought not to, glorify the 
battlefield; but it may assist in cultivating 
courage, devotion to ideals, and, above all, a 
true estimate and proper valuation of what 
his heritage as. an American is.”

Heroes of Sports 


“The play's the thing, 


Wherein I'll catch the conscience of the king.” 


I venture a bold paraphrase: 
“Play’s the thing, 

Wherein to catch the conscience of the boy.” 

Our time is rapidly learning the educational 
worth of the play instinct; its value in de- 
veloping children both mentally and mor- 
ally. Playgrounds and gymnasiums are fast 
becoming schools for exercising morals as 
well as muscles. “For exercising morals,” I 
say. We do not always distinguish between 
moral instruction and moral training. The 
first deals with theory, the second with prac- 
tice. The church and the public school may 
instruct children in religion and ethics but 
it is in their play activities that they are 
trained in self-mastery through exercise. The 
rules of the game become a kind of Sinai 
before which the child bows in willing obedi= 
ence. 

In this character development, books may 
be made to play no small part. It is notorious 
that a very little “preaching” and “moraliz- 
ing” go a long way with the average boy. 
Formal instruction in morals is a thing he 
usually tries to avoid. Nor are we any more 
successful when we “tag a tale with a moral.” 
What is neéded is that morality be emotion- 
alized, made thrillingly attractive; the idea,

what is thought, must become the ideal, what 
is felt. 

It is the story that offers such opportunity, 
and particularly stories of sports. Boys at 
play may be presented in such telling fashion 
that the playground becomes a stage teaching 
the youthful mind morality with all the vivid 
force and alluring charm of the drama. Self- 
sacrifice becomes glorious, selfishness a thing 
to be despised; truthfulness and honesty com- 
mendable, cheating and lying mean and con- 
temptible; fairness always honorable and the 
lack of it despicable. 

More and more we must demand of writers 
of school stories and stories of sports that 
they realize this opportunity. It is not enough 
that the story portray accurately the game or 
picture realistically the life of the school. 
The record of these things must be the warp 
and woof upon which the author weaves with 
cunning art “to catch the conscience of the 
boy.”

Boys who do just what 
their teachers desire, rarely seethe; they only sizzle.”

The period of the early teens marks the 
rapid growth of the consciousness of self in 
the expanding personality. The boy becomes 
an egoist, which is the scientist’s soft im- 
peachment of his provoking egotism. Later, 
many forces without and within codperate to 
socialize him, when his thought of others will 
loom as large as his thought of self. Mean- 
while, we must deal with him as he is, under- 
standing that the “hottest place in the seeth- 
ing caldron”’—this exaggerated ego in the 
boy—“is the point of greatest efficiency at the 
moment.” 

The feeling of self-sufficiency usually as- 
serts itself in the desire to leave school and 
go to work. The real reason why ninety per 
cent. of our boys never enter high school 
is found neither in economic pressure or 
faulty curriculum. It strikes deeper than that 
—the cause is in the boy himself. As self- 
hood develops, the acquisitive, productive and 
commercial instincts strongly assert them- 
selves. The boy longs to possess, produce, 
achieve something for himself. 

This is an opportune moment for parent and 


educator. Now life issues are determined. 
The time has come which, “taken at the flood, 
leads on to fortune,” if only the boy be sym- 
pathetically and intelligently guided and con- 
trolled. Left to himself, the boy in a little 
while may find himself among the millions 
who possess only a “job,” or worse still, 
awakens to find himself lost, almost irre- 
triveably, in some “blind alley” of trade. But, 
if someone is competent to interpret him, what 
he is, what he may become because of his dis- 
position, native ability and opportunity, then 
life for him is sure to be worth while what- 
ever his share in the doing of the world’s 
work.

Not long since I made surveys of different 
cities endeavoring to discover the influences 
operating to lead boys away from the nickel 
novel. The Public Schools and Libraries are 
both rendering splendid service in this regard, 
and the “movies,” for good or evil, are tak- 
ing literally millions of nickels that for- 
merly went to buy the modern thriller; but 
not the least among all these influences is 
the magazine of the “Popular Mechanics” 
type. 

I have it upon very good authority that 
the publishers of the nickel novels count such 
magazines their biggest competitors. In one 
of the Southern cities, where recently | made 
a survey, I had access to the books of the 
News Company that distributed all the maga- 
zines for that territory. The report for that 
week showed that while there had been dis- 
tributed less than 4,000 nickel novels, more 
than 5,000 copies alone of “Popular Mechan-

ics” had been disposed of, and magazines of 
a similar sort, though not so popular, had 
also been distributed in very considerable 
numbers. 

These figures led me to ask newsdealers and 
booksellers if they had observed any relation 
between these two kinds of popular publica- 
tions, and I discovered that when boys start 
to read the popular magazines on mechanics 
and electricity, they usually leave off reading 
the nickel novel. One bookseller always had 
the nickel novel and “Popular Mechanics” dis- 
played together in order that he might influ- 
ence boys to read something better,

emphasize the value of the boy’s interest 
the “what and how to do books”’—the book 
on mechanics, electricity, machinery, variou 
handicrafts, etc. Just at the time when th 
instinct for construction or destruction is 
strongest, it is a matter of supreme import- 
ance that ample means be supplied the boy t 
assist him in the proper expression of him 
self. Not that he ever will become a me 
chanic, but in this period of mental and phy 
sical readjustment, he should develop skill 
in the mastery of his fingers and through ex 
ercise build up a system of weil co-ordinated 
muscles. 

Moreover, the moral value is equally great. 
Only recently we have learned how to mend 
morals by making muscles. In reform schools, 
manual training is working many miracles in 
the transformation of boys’ characters. And 
we are latterly learning that what has such 
merit for the bad 
boy is of equal worth 
for the good one. 
He, too, may be as 
profoundly influenc- 
ed through the work 


of his hands; he, 
too, may learn 
through his “hob- 


bies” the power of 
application, neatness, 
initiative, resource- 
fulness, carefulness, 
honesty and many 
more of the elemen- 
ial moral qualities.
